Calgary, Aug. 22—There were 
days previous to August, 1918,” 
said sir Arthur Currie in his

“T am glad of the weleome 
which has been extended me,*’ 
said General Currie, ‘‘beeause T 
fecl it is meant for every man who 
fought and bled with us. 

‘There is no member of the for- 
ce who wants to take undue credit. 
Our great strength lay in the fact 
that we were one big fighting ma- 


‘chine and we were all doing our 
jshare as we saw it.”’ 


General Currie referred 
srowth of respect for the Canad- 
Nan foree from the arrival in Fran- 
ce until the end of the war. In the 
last three months of war the Can- 
adians had fired twenty-five per- 


the entire British army. Wheu 
the enemy had first used poison gas 
General Smith Dorien had said to 
him that knowing of the enemy 
tactics and the retirement of the 
troops to the left and right of the 
Canadians, he (General Smith- 
Dorien) had foreseen the worst 
disaster in the annals of the Brit. 
ish army. 
When. the pews_game back that 
the Canadians Wete holding he 
could not believe it and had sent 
up again for news. The reputat- 
ion then made for doggedness 
was more than borne out by the 
Canadians in the later years until 
in the end the Canadians had been 
recognized as the hardest hitting 
force on the allied front.

Lenient Peace Terms Demand.... 
Preparation

That the peace treaty lets Ger- 
many off more easily than it. de- 
served to expect is generally ad- 
mitted ; and is pointed to as proof 
of the magnanimous spirit of the 
Allies as compared with ruthless 
severity with which German offi- 
cials ground the faces of the peo- 
ple in Belgium, Northern France, 
and Poland, and the Austrian offi- 
cials the people of Serbia. 

It may be that the terms of the 
treaty make the nearest approach 
to imposing justice upon war- 
making power that the circumstan- 
ces permitted. A situation so com- 
plicated and with so many diverse 
interests involved, is not one in 
which it is easy to affix penalties 
in proper proportion to the offence. 
The stupenduous scale on which 
the war was waged and the dura- 
tion of it, in themselves tended to 
fix bounds to the punishment that 
could be imposed, upon the powef 
responsible for starting it. There 
must be a limit even to Germany’s 
ability to pay; and the terms of 
the treaty doubtless reflect in 
some measure the calculation of 
the Allied government as to how 
much could be coltected. 

That there is a sharp contrast be- 
tween the terms forecasted and 
the terms actually arranged is 
clear enough. There was to be 
the Allied peoples were assured 
by their leaders—no negotiated 
peace. The terms were to be dic- 
tated to Germany, with an ultim 
atum to sign on the dotted line or 
take the consequences; and the 
terms were to impose upon Ger 


many the duty of paying the 
Whole cost of the war, with repar 
ation for every offence in contra 
vention of the traditions and rec 
ognized rules of warfare.
